When on Sunday, June 16th, 
.Ino. C. Ross passed away at a san­ 
itarium in Brownwood following 
an operation, Sidney community 
lost one of her best and most res­ 
pected 
citizens 
and 
Comanche 
county lost a man whose value can 
scarcely be reckoned in any terms. 
Mr. Ross was taken ill some two 
weeks ago, but not supposing l^is 
illness critical gave it but little 
heed and when it rapidly develop­ 
ed and medical aid summoned. It 
was found an operation was nec­ 
essary and an operation proved of 
no avail. 
Mr. Ross w’as born July 13,1851, 
in Madison county, Mississippi, 
near Canton. He was a son of the 
late Jacob Ross who lived near 
DeLeon many years prior to his 
death a few years ago. 
The family came 
to Texas in 
January, 1874. settling near Waco 
and later coming to 
Comanche 
county in 1878. 
Mr. Ross was married to Miss 
Mollie Langston, whose parents 
were among teh erivliest sellers 
on Jimmy's Crek, comin gthere 
in the early 70’s, on Dec. 29, 1878. 
To Mr. and Mrs. Ross were born 
ten children, six boys and four 
girls, seven of whom are living as 
follows: Harvey Ross of Sidney, 
Mrs. Bell Pendergrass of Sidney, 
Frank Ross of Axtell and Lola, Ira 
Ivy and Claude Ross who are still 
with their mother. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Ross hava 
been consistent active members of 
the Methodist church since child­ 
hood, and both have always lived 
so among their 
neighbors 
that 
their Christian spirit vras shown in 
every word and deed. 
Mr. Ross was a relative oi Ex- 
Governor Ross and of a family of 
w’hieh every member has been a 
distinct and strong character. 
A lifelong neighbor of Mr. Ross 
said to the*writer that Mr. Ross’ 
value as a citizen was best told by 
the character of his children, all 
of whom are useful and successful 
men and women, who 
command
